Harrington Recommends 


18 year olds on Draft Board 


U.S. Rep. Michael J. 
Harrington (D-Mass.) urged 
Governor Francis W. Sargent to 
recommend 18-year-olds to local 
draft boards under new 
provisions of the Selective 
Service Act. The suggestion was 
made in a letter released in late 
October. 

The Selective Service Act, 
extended for two years this 
summer, was amended by 
Harrington to lower’ the 
minimum age of draft board 
members to  18-year-olds. 
Another provision requires 
members to retire at age 65 or 
after 20 years of service. 

Under the Selective Service 
Act, the President appoints the 
Board members from _ the 
governor’s recommendations. 

“Taken together,’’ Harrington 
says in his letter, ‘‘these 
provisions offer you a prime 
opportunity to demonstrate we

to compel young men to join the 
armed services, but as long as 
there are, it is imperative that 
the young themselves be fully 
represented.”’

The Government Classes of 
NECC were given an excellent 
opportunity to learn how the state 
government of Massachusetts 
actually works. On Tuesday, 
October 26, 1971, former 
Massachusetts State Senator 
Maurice Donahue spoke in 
Lecture Hall A. 

Donahue was also, the 
president of the senate until 1970 
when he retired from the senate 
and ran for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor against 
Mayor Kevin White of Boston. 
Donahue is now a member of the 
Institute of Governmental 
Affairs at the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston. This 
institute is located at the three 
campuses of the university, 
Amherst, Boston and Worcester. 

Mr. Donahue’s topics ranged 
from the institute itself to the tax 
problems of the state and to the 
Blue Laws which concern each of 
us in this particular area. 

On the subject of the MBTA, 


_ Mr. Donahue felt that this group 


of men have not been able to 
acquire the confidence of the 
state legislature. This is probably 
due to the fact that this group has 
a sky rocketing deficit as well as 
changing the general managers 
so many times. Donahue seemed 
to feel that the men who run the 
MBTA will never be able to get 
the legislature to vote state 
funding as long as this persists. 

Donahue felt that it was about 
time that the state’s Blue Laws 
were either repealed or 
umended. But the greatest 
problem has to do with the same 
pressure groups that worked for 
the three-day weekend. These 
groups as well as. the 
traditionalists keep this from 
happening. The problem that this 
area faces with New Hampshire 
shopping so close is also felt in 
Donahue’s area of the state. 

Mr. Donahue spent a great deal 
of time discussing the state 
reorganization that is now taking 
place in the executive branch of 
the state. He explained to the 
classes that this was probably 
one of the fastest studies ever 
completed in the history of the 
state and that it actually wasn’t 
given enough time to be worked 
out properly. The study took 
place in the Volpe Administration 
and just before Volpe resigned as 
governor to take his new job in 
Washington he announced the 
results of the study. Donahue 
went over the problems that 
Governor Sargent is now having 
with the state legislature in 
approving the fundings of the 
staffs for his new cabinet posts. 
The governor has to date only 
appointed seven of the ten 
positions. Three positions that 
have yet to be filled are educa- 
tion, housing, the elderly. Asked 
if the reorganization will work 
very well, Mr. Donahue stated 
that he felt it would take time but 
that if the new Department of 
Public Services works then the 
rest of it will. 

The Public Service Secretary 
will have the largest group of 
people working for him and the 
largest group of citizens that it 
will affect. , 


PHILADELPHIA — The new 
citizens service corps ACTION 
will provide Philadelphia-based 
Opportunities Industrialization 
Center, Inc. with $300,000 in 
financing to establish center city 
adult education programs in 
Boston, Washington and Dallas 
and to expand programs in 
Philadelphia. 

Announcement of the grant 
was made here today at a joint 
news conference by Joe 
Blatchford, director of ACTION, 
and the Rev. Leon Sullivan, 
founder and board chairman of 
OIC. 

The ACTION grant will be used 
to recruit and provide 
subsistence allowance for 
volunteers selected to instruct, 
counsel and enroll adult students 
from inner city neighborhoods. 

The funding will permit 
expansion on a pilot basis of 
OIC’s Adult Armchair Education 
program. ‘Armchair’ derives

When asked. if the new state

of the money problems of the 
state or for that matter would 
even work he said that only time 
will tell. He suggested that we 
should watch the state of New 
York and its new off-track 
betting policy. The only state that 
has had a successful lottery is 
New Jersey. The New Hampshire 
Lottery is supported by the 
people who live in this area of 
Massachusetts. He did not feel 
that there would be any great 
patronage jobs in the lottery 
commission itself but the groups 
of people that are able to sell the 
tickets at gas stations, stores, 
etc. would be making the money 
Since there is a 5 percent profit 
for these people for having these 
machines in their business areas. 

Mr. Donahue stated that the 
Institute will run seminars for 
the new mayors, city councilors, 
school committeemen, and town 
selectmen. This would be to help 
them become more acquainted 
with the government that they 


are actually going to work in. - 


They don’t expect to be able to 
completely teach them how 
everything in government works. 

The House cut was another 
subject that was well covered by 
Donahue. He stated that he 
supported the new bill that has 
passed the legislature and 
expects that it will be on the 
ballot in 1972. He stated why he 
had been against the last bill 
which failed to pass in the 
legislature last year. He went 
over the history of the legislature 
on how the only time that the cut 
of the House came up was when 
the Democrats finally took 
control of both houses. The last 
bill contained a provision of the 
15-member commission that 
would redistrict the size of the 
House. Under the old bill the 
Democrats would have been out- 
weighed by the Republicans 10 to 
5 on the committee. Under the 
new bill this commission will not 
have the sole redistricting power 
but will make its 
recommendations to the 
legislature which can then 
approve or reject, then send to 
the governor and he can sign or 
veto. 


its name from the technique of 
utilizing inner city private homes 
as classrooms for training adults 
who reside in the neighborhood. 

Fifty “‘Armchair’’ volunteers, 
15 each in Boston, Washington, 
and Dallas, and five additional 
volunteers in Philadelphia, will 
be recruited by OIC. 

“At ACTION we have watched, 
and been impressed by, the 
‘Armchair’ program in 
Philadelphia. We now want to 
assist OIC in expanding the 
program and evaluating the 
results to determine if this 
approach to adult education can 
be utilized on an even wider 
scale, either through ACTION or 
through other programs directed 
toward community development 


through adult education,’’ 
Blatchford said. 
OICE, a non-profit 


Philadelphia-based organization 
with a record of success in the 
field of job training, will provide 
nearly $50,000 in funds and in- 
kind contributions to supplement 
the $300,000 ACTION grant. 
“‘Armehair’’ sas. created to 
inolve inner city residents in 
adult training and employment 
opportunities. Basic instruction 
and counselling are provided to 
demonstrate to residents how to 
use the system to their 
advantage. The confidence and 
new direction given the students 
is utilized by referring them to 
other educational and training 
opportunities that can be a 


springboard for further 
individual and community 
development. 


Approximately one-third of the 
grant will go toward the 
recruitment and training of the 
volunteers, with the remaining 
funds to go toward their support 
for a one-year tour of service. 

OIC will begin recruitment 
immediately, through its offices 
in each of the respective cities, 
the emphasis being to attract, as 
volunteers, residents of the 
communities to be served. 

“Armchair” staff will train 
these persons in Philadelphia 
over a three-month period, 
before returning them to their 
communities where, under the 
supervision of OIC, they will 
recruit, counsel, and teach adult 
students. 


Last year, ‘‘Armchair’’ 
completed three years as an 
experimental adult basic 


education program under the 
auspices of the U.S. Office of 
Education, demonstrating its 
impact as a program that can 
retrieve unemployed’ and 
underemployed residents of the 
inner city and motivate them into 
training. 

In three years, ‘Armchair’ 
has recruited more than 7,000 
persons and enrolled more than 
6,000 of these individuals in 
classes held in roughly 600 
private homes. 

In the field of counselling, it 
received more than 5,000 
requests for service, of which 
about 3,500 were completed. 
During its third year of operation 
‘‘Armechair’’ actively 
implemented a community 
project component in which it 
organized’ 33 community 
improvement groups averaging 
20 persons each in enrollment.

Friday, October 8th, 1971, the 
Student Advisory Commission 
met at Massasoit Community 
Coliege at the Duxbury, Mass. 
campus. All of the community 
colleges with the exception of 
Greenfield Community ana 
Mount Wachusett were 
represented. 

Due to the extreme 
overcrowding of the school, most 
of the meeting was held at a local 
restaurant. At the last meeting, 
the president and co-chairman 
were not present. At this meeting 
it was said that the president 
may no longer be able to attend. 
Therefore, he has been replaced 
by Felix Merced of Springfield 
Community College. she new co- 
thairmen “were—.appointed: 
Dennis Koehler of Cape e Cod 
Community College, and Joe 
Orfant of Middlesex Community 
College. 

The reasons for this. dual 
appointing are so that if there is 
another day when either the 
chairman or co-chairmen can’t 
make a meeting, there will be no 
reason to call it off. 

This year’s advisory 
commission is a very busy one in 
that there is a large variety of 
projects to be completed as soon 
as possible. Among these are 
plans as what to do with the 
proposed increase of tuition at 
the two-year school level. Right 
now there are three proposals in 
front of the commission. 

a. No tuition at all. 

b. A $50.00 increase to be 
broken down as follows:

1. $25.00 to go towards the 
actual cost of funding the 
education. 

$12.50 to go to the cost of 
medical facilities (this includes a 
full-time R.N., and Doctor to 
come in once or twice a week for 
a free clinic, and a completely 
equipped area set aside for this). 

$12.50 for a scholarship fund. 

c. Pay $1600.00 per year. 

Another problem faced by the 
commission is that of the college 
book stores. There seems to be a 
large amount of dissension in all 
the schools over the cost of books. 
The Northern Essex Community 
College Commissioner is 
undertaking an investigation ona 
state-wide level of all bookstores 
to find out why the cost of books is 
so high and so varient between 
the schools. This investigation 
will not be limited to only the two- 
year schools; a number of four- 
year schools that are state- 
funded have expressed interest 
and a desire to cooperate in any 
manner necessary to facilitate 
this undertaking. 

Going back to the tuition 
increase for a moment. This has 
not been proposed by the state 
legislative body. It was brought 
up by the Regional Board of 
Community Colleges, and it is 
extremely unlikely that the 
tuition will drop to nothing and it 
seems unnecessary to raise it to 
the $1600.00 level. There is no 
definite word on when and if it 
(the increase) will come into 
being.

Indignation is righteous anger.

This abstract term involves 
pride, pride being defined as a 
high opinion of one’s own merit. 
In order to become indignant one 
must have principles that are 
strongly upheld; when these 
convictions are ridiculed or 
attacked’ for no apparent 
legitimate reason, pride in one’s 
beliefs evokes indignation. 

One of my current sources of 
indignation stems from 
discrimination against women. 
For many years I resented being 
born a woman because of 
woman’s supposed ‘‘place’’ in 
society. Within the last few 
years, though, I have determined 
that being a woman is nothing to 
be ashamed of and that I am 
going to achieve any goal I strive 
for with the fact that I am a 
woman complimenting, not 
hindering, me. 

I am indignant because women 
are considered by the majority of 
society (ours and most others) to 
be second-class citizens. My 
indignation rises 
realization that women 
themselves accept this depraved 
myth. From the time women are 
born, they are channeled into 


defined areas of growth (actually © 


retardation) which are dictated 
by society’s sex roles.

Notes on Draft 


Extension Act 


The draft extension act, passed 
on September 1 of this year and 
effective until July 1, 1973, 
contains several provisions of 
which one should be aware. An 
induction ceiling of 130,000 men in 
fiscal 1972 and 140,000 in fiscal 
1973 has been set; although more 
could be inducted if Congress so 
authorized. Student deferments 
will not be available to freshmen. 
Students drafted during the 
school year may postpone their 
induction until the end of the 
academic semester (possibly the 
end of the academic year, the law 
is unclear). They cannot enlist 
during this time. 


The ‘‘sole surviving son’’ 
clause will be expanded to 
include any man whose father, 
brother or sister was killed in 
military service after Dec. 31, 
1959. (if a man in _ these 
circumstances is already in the 
service he may resign.) Aliens 
cannot be drafted until they have 
lived in the United States for one 
full year. Aliens on _ non- 
immigrant status are eligible for 
a 4-C classification. If aliens have 
served in the service of an ally of 
the United States they will be 
exempt from the draft. 


A draft eligible man now has 
the right to written reports on 
adverse rulings by draft boards; 
to present witnesses at a personal 
appearance or  ‘‘courtesy 
interview’; to appear in person 
before appeal boards. A majority 
of the local board must be 
present when a registrant 
appears before them. A man 
must be notified thirty (30) days 
before induction (instead of ten, 
as previous). Postponement of an 
induction order for more than 120 
days equals a cancellation of the 
order, and a new one must be 


Be issued. 


Other changes include the 
absence of questions concerning 
homosexuality and drugs on the 
army medical questionnaire; it is 
becoming more _ difficult, 
especially at Boston AFEES to 
get medical deferments for 
allergies; however, asthma or 
severe allergic reaction to 
penicillin should be good grounds 
for a deferment. If you want to 
get out on grounds of being a 
homosexual or on a drug-related 
problem, you should make 
relevant information, known. 
Psychiatric cases should be well 
documented, especially if you are 
black. (The doctor is racist.) 


Registrants will now receive a 
1-H, rather than 1-A, until their 
lottery number is picked. High 
priority numbers will be 
classified as 1-A, and low priority 
numbers will remain 1-H. This 
saves the SS a lot of bookkeeping. 
Men will be conscripted on a 
national basis, so that those with 
the same lottery number will be 
drafted at the same time 
regardless of their local board. 


People should remember that 
the selective service does not rule 
by divine right. You must, 
however, act to secure your 
rights or they may be usurped. 
Some diligent thinking, footwork, 
and letter writing may keep you 
out of the service. Remember, 
the government does not own 
your body or your mind, and that 
decisions you make now will 
affect you for several years. 


There is a draft counselor in 
the Gym Building, Room 150, on 
Monday from 3 to 5, Tuesday and 
Wednesday from 9 to 12, 
Thursday from 11 to 12 and 2 to 4, 
and on Friday from 10 to 1. He 
can help you with draft problems 


and advise you of your rights and: 


options. If he doesn’t know an 
answer, he can find out. Seeing a 
draft counselor will in no way 
jeopardize you with the draft.

Kimball has agreed that being 
part of the administration “‘isn’t 
enough to know the needs of the 
student that is why I am very 
much interested in teaching 
perhaps a course in philosophy 
here at Northern Essex.” 

At the present time Mrs. 
Kimball is in the process of 
revamping the system of 
registration. No. 1. If a student 
has passed his_ subjects 
accordingly and is in no trouble 
by the administration for some 
reason or another then he or she 
would make definite plans to take 
the courses that he or she signed 
up for during the pre-registration - 
period. The schedule would then 
be made out in advance of 
registration day and could be 
picked up at some time 
designated by the Registrar. 
Mrs. Kimball states, ‘‘After 
waiting for hours to find the 
subjects wanted closed warrants 
hasty schedules and unwanted 
subjects.” A core of students will 
be needed and given instruction 
before hand in advising students 
accordingly in conjunction with 
their planning of courses, what is 
transferrable, and whatever 
other questions students are most 
likely to ask. 

Another project that might be 
of reality within the not too 
distant future is a ‘“‘Self-Schedule 
Exam Period.”’ This would mean 
that a student during a period 
designated, for instance ten days 
in January, would have more 
than one opportunity for taking 
an exam. A system is being 
devised that would be virtually 
failsafe and foolproof. This would 
give a student more time to study 
for an exam he feels unsure 
about. 

But first things first. Let’s get 
the car sold.

G.E.D. 
Testing 


If you know anyone who needs 
a General Educational 
Development test, or need one 
yourself, read this. 

The GED is a test to measure 
the general knowledge life has 
given to a person after he has had 
formal schooling. If the test is 
passed, and scores achieved are 
what is required by the test 
board, one is issued a high-school 
equivalency diploma as 
applicable to the norms in 
Massachusetts. 

There is no reason to be hung 
up if you want or need the test. 


‘Ages of those tested run from 19 


to 67, and many people who take 
the test never finished grammar 
school. 

Northern Essex Community 
College is one of the official test 
centers in Massachusetts. 

The state Department of 
Education issues a state high 
school equivalency certificate to 
adult residents who have not 
completed high school, provided 
they meet the — following 
requirements: 

1. Minimum test scores: A 
standard score of 35 on each of 
the five tests and an average 
standard score of 45 on all five 
tests. : 

2. Minimum age: Program is 
restricted to adults 20 years of 
age or over, or 19 years of age if 
not in school attendance for one 


year. 
3.. Residence: Must be a 
bonafide —_—srresident of 


Massachusetts (6 months or 
more). 

4. Method of applying: 

(a) Application for testing is 
made by submitting the form 
Application for Admission to 
High School Equivalency Testing 
Program to an official GED 
TEST Center. Test 
administrations will be 
scheduled as determined by 
demand, and applicants will be 
notified of the date and place. 
Applications are obtained from a 
GED Test Center. (For this 
region the address is: Examiner, 
GED Test Center, Northern 
Essex Community College, 
Haverhill, Massachusetts 01830.) 

(b) Application for state high 
school equivalency certificate is 
made to the Massachusetts State 
Department of Education after a 
report of satisfactory test results 
from the GED Test Center. 

5. Fee: 

(a) Testing at Official Test 
Centers: $5 per battery of five 
tests payable by check or money 
order upon application. Checks 
are payable to Northern Essex 
Community College (GED). 

(b) Processing and 
evaluation (State Department of 
Education) : $5, includes 
issuance of credential (paid after 
testing).

EQUIVALENCY: 

Adults wishing to take the 
General Educational 
Development tests for reasons 
other than earning § the 
Massachusetts High School 
Equivalency Certificate may be 
tested at the Northern Essex Test 
Center.

From Our Statement of Purpose: 


“The primary purpose of the 
Haverhill Youth Commission is 
to provide a wide range of 
community services to juveniles 
(ages 7-17) and their families to 
stimulate the earliest possible 
detection and provide 
intervention where symptoms of 
delinquency are shown.” 

Our principle method in 
working with the juvenile is 
outreach through home visits. 
The caseworker tries to involve 
both the parent and the child in 
discussion of the problems which 
may potentially lead to a pattern 
of delinquencey. 

One area of concern to our 
Agency (which is reaching a 
crisis point) is the 
underachievement of a number 
of our juveniles. Many are at a 
reading level two or three grades 
below their current grade. Due to 
the overcrowded school 
conditions, it is impossible to give 
the remedial aid necessary to 
help the student attain some level 
of normalcy in the classroom 
situation. 

In addition to the academic 
problems there is an attitudinal 
nonchalance which makes _ it

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Justice Dept. Guidelines 


Title 33, United States Code, 
Section 407, prohibits the 
throwing, discharging, or 
depositing of any refuse matter 
of any kind from a vessel or from 
a shore-based facility into either 
(a) the Nation’s navigable rivers, 
lakes, streams, and other bodies 
of water, or (b) any tributary to 
such waters, without a permit 
from the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 


The Section also prohibits the 
placing on the bank of any 
navigable waterway, or any 
tributary to such waterway, any 
material that could be washed 
into such navigable water, either 
. by ordinary or high tides, or by 
storms or floods, or otherwise, 
whereby navigation shall be 
impeded. 

Violations of the Refuse Act are 
subject to civil forfeiture actions 
resulting in penalties of a fine of 
not more than $2500.00 nor less 
than $500.00 for each instance of 
violation. Criminal prosecutions 
can also be instituted, which 
would result in imprisonment for 
not less than 30 days nor more 
than one year, or the imposition 
of both the improvement and the 
fine. One-half of the fine imposed 
may be paid to the person giving 
information which shall lead to 
conviction. 

In order to assist citizens and 

citizen groups in investigating 
incidents of pollution, the 
following check list of 
investigation requirements is 
supplied. Further information 
will be supplied upon request by 
the United States Attorney’s 
Office.

Studies Air 


Lead is a strong contender for 
the all-around environmental 
pollutant of the year. Though it 
lacks the tragic sensation of 
mercury, it has caused a stir in a 
variety of roles from a toxic paint 
ingredient (children eating paint 
chips in old buildings have 
sustained severe cases of lead 
poisoning) to a crippling killer of 
waterfowl which eat lead shot 
scattered across wetland areas 
by! shotgun shells. 

Whether people sustain chronic 
lead poisoning from breathing 
particles in the air is a possibility 
that most everyone would like to 
ignore. But the fact that some 
critters in the Staten Island Zoo 
have suffered severe lead 
poisoning from somewhere 
indicates urban populations 
could be in for more trouble than 
we know. 


°3. SAMPLES 


A citizen having information 
about any discharge of refuse 
into navigable waters should first 
ascertain whether the discharge 
is authorized by a permit from 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 
Evidence of the lack of such a 
permit should be presented by 
means of a written response from 
the district office of the Army 
Corps of Engineers’ with 
jurisdiction over the particular 
waters involved. 

2. PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE 
POLLUTANT 

Color photographs should be 
taken of the pollution and the 
area involved. They should show 
the pollutant both as it flows from 
its source and as it disburses 
(sic) into the river, stream or 
other navigable water. A detailed 
record should be maintained of 
the exact date and time the 
photographs are taken, the name 
of the photographer, and the 
identity of all individuals present 
when the photographs are taken. 
OF THE 
POLLUTANT 

Samples should be placed in 
clean, covered, and sealed glass 
bottles. Samples should be taken 
of: 

(1) 
pollution ; 

(2) The stream at the source 
of the pollution; 

(3) The water a_ short 
distance up stream; and 

(4) The water a 
distance down stream. 

Care should be taken not to 
scrape pipes or the bottom of the 
body of water in taking the 
samples. 

4. ANALYSIS OF SAMPLES 

Analysis should be performed 
by a competent chemist with the 
requisite educational

background and in a complete 
laboratory. Analysis should 
consist of the following 
breakdown: 

(a) oil content; 

(b) total suspended solids; 

(ce) volatile suspended solids; 

(d) turbidity; 

(e) color; 

(f) odor; 

(g) Ph (sie); and 

(h) additional breakdowns 
for the determination of the 
presence of other. special 
substances. 
5. CHAIN OF CUSTODY OF 
SAMPLES 

Each time the custody of the 
samples changes, a record 
should be made and retained 
containing the signature of both 
the person giving and the person 
receiving the samples. This 
record should also indicate where 
and when the change of custody 
took place. 
6. SOURCE OF POLLUTION 
Proof must be present to 

indicate that the pollution came 
from the defendant and that the 
defendant had control over the 
pollutant when it went into the 
river, stream, or other body of 
water. If there is a possibility of 
more than one source of pollution 
in a body of water, special dyes 
may be used to trace the source 
of the particular outfall. Proof is 
required that the defendant 
owned and controlled the 
property from which the 
pollutant flowed or that he 
caused the pollution. Deeds to the 
land in question may be 
inspected to establish ownership. 
An exact description of the 
location of the source should be 
recorded.

Pollution at the Zoo 


According to the July 9, 1971 
issue of ‘‘Science’’ magazine, 
researchers at New York 
Medical College (NYMC) have 
found that a large proportion: of 
the animals at the Staten Island 
Zoo suffer from lead poisoning. 
And though scientists admit that 
some of the lead concentrations 
may have come from paint in 
animal cages, the major source 
appears to be atmospheric 
contamination. 

Problems began last 
November when an eleven- 
month-old leopard became weak, 
started losing its hair, and 
refused to eat. Though 
pathologists at NYMC could find 
no evidence of disease, the 
leopard died within twenty-four 
hours. Three weeks later the 
leopard’s fraternal twin became 
paralyzed. Again doctors could 


find no disease symptoms. But a 
heavy metal poisoning test 
revealed high levels of both lead 
and zinc in the animal’s hair, 
blood, and feces. A check of the 
first leopard’s preserved organs 
revealed more of the same. 

The leopard responded to 
symptomatic treatment and six 
weeks later returned to the zoo. 
Researchers decided to conduct a 
lead poisoning check for other 
zoo animals and their suspicions 
were confirmed. A host of 
victims ranging from reptiles to 
primates exhibited high lead 
concentrations—many residues 
exceeding the level considered 
toxic in man. The study helped 
explain why a number of snakes 
had been dying after their 
muscular coordination went to 
pot.

probing about for lead sources in 
the zoo. Water, food, and bedding 
proved lead-free, but a_ paint 
analysis of cages showed eleven 
out of sixteen paints contained 
lead concentrations ranging from 
0.01 to 3 percent. Interesting, for 
all of the paints had been 
marketed as “‘lead free.”’ 
NYMC teams then analyzed 
areas outside the zoo’s cages. 
Grass, leaves, and soil, samples 
contained lead residues as high 
as 3900 micrograms _ per 
milligram dry weight—an 


“amount equal to or exceeding 


concentrations found along 
major highways where traffic 
spews lead-filled exhausts. ‘‘We 
can only conclude,’’ said Ralph 
Strebel, director of the NYMC 
study, “that most of the lead 
taken in by the animals resulted 
from atmospheric fallout.’’ The 
research team stressed that 
animals kept in outdoor cages, 
including those without paint, 
contained higher lead 
concentrations than animals kept 
indoors in painted cages. Even 
mice carcasses found outside the 
zoo buildings were loaded with 
lead. A preliminary investigation 
of Bronx Zoo animals turned up 
more lead concentrations, but 
fewer animals seemed to be 
affected. 

Though little is known about 
lead’s effect on urban dwellers, a 
recent position paper drawn up 
by the Air Pollution Control 
Office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency concluded 
that atmospheric lead pollution 
does pose a health hazard. 
Ralph Strebel puts it like this:

“The findings (of the NYMC 
study) have ominous 


implications for the people who 
live in that area of the city. aie batt 


zoo animals could potential 
serve as barometers of the 
medical effects of the variety a 
pollutants in the city’s air.’ 
Vincent Guinee, director ofthe.

prevention program, doesn’t tae 
this completely. Though he has 


documented significant lead 
levels in the blood of New York ~ — 


City children, he’s hesitant to 
correlate the data with airborne 
lead pollution. He admits 
candidly, however, that he is 
“prepared for surprises.” 
BEFORE AND AFTER 

Scientists at the University of 
Massachusetts hope to make 
some educated predictions about 
the future environment of the 
Bay State by studying and 
comparing two sets of aerial 
photographs. 

In the UMass project, aerial . 
photos taken 20 years ago will be 
compared with ones taken today. 
The resulting maps will show 
what man has done to the 
environment from the sands of 
Cape Cod through the cities to the 
Taconic Mountains of Eastern 
New York State. 

The present project was made 
possible by a program conducted 
20 years ago of mapping land use 
of the entire state down to units 
as small as 10 acres in size. The” 
professor who directed that 
study, William P. MaxXonnell, is 
co-leader, with Dr. Joseph S. 
Larson of the 1971 project. What 
they come up with will be a five- 
million acre before-and-after 
picture of the Massachusetts of 
1951 and 1971. 7 

Not only will rural forest and 
farm land be mapped in detail, 
but thc composition of inner 
cities, industrial complexes, 
highways, recreational sites and 
dumps will be recorded. It will 
then be possible to tell precisely 
how many wetlands have been 
lost, how many farms abandoned 
and how much space paved over 
and built upon. 

The study is being Aiidncel by

A survey was taken of 320 
students in elementary school, 
junior high and high school, 
asking what they felt to be the 
most serious problem in the 
country today. 

This survey revealed that 55 
‘per cent of students were against 
the war in Vietnam. Their 


reasons included, the loss of 
_ human life, loss to the economy, 
_ and the lack of goods coming 


from that country. 

A few people felt that Nixon is 
the problem. Some felt that poor 
decisions are being. made by 
members of Nixon’s cabinet. 
They felt that the population 
should vote on these issues of 
importance and interest. 

Male responses’ mainly 
concerned the effects of the war 
on themselves, fear, killings, and 
fear of the draft, but no answers 
or solutions were offered. The 
females surveyed, came up with 
good reasons why we shouldn’t be 
there, and presented some very 
interesting solutions to our 
problems there. § These 
suggestions’ included: 
Committees should form, to cope 
with the solutions of the war, the 
Nixon administration should try 
to explain their actions in more 
detail, and the Nixon 
administration should work 
directly with the young. 

One point mentioned quite 
frequently, was the cost of the 
war, dollar-wise, but no one

considered the unemployment 
rise if the war should stop 
suddenly. 

Some felt that if Kennedy were 

alive, the war would have cost us 
more, but it would have been 
over by now. Many felt that the 
war remains one of the big issues 
of today, because of separation, 
desertion and death. “ 
_ Twenty-five .per cent 
responded that the most 
important issue - here at home 
and abroad, is pollution. Many 
felt there are solutions, but only a 
few people in the world care. 

Most of the young school 
children identified pollution as 
the major problem but no one 
was really interested in helping 
solve this problem. Many felt we 
only have 20 years left before we 
kill ourselves with polluted air, 
water, etc. 

The drug issue is another 
problem that was mentioned. 
Students in grade school and 
those preparing for high school 
are against -drugs because 
they’ve been told of their harm to 
your body and mind; they judge 
drugs.as harmful and dangerous. 
High school kids have varied 
opinions, some say they should 
legalize them, some say they 
shouldn’t. Depending upon if they 
have had a bad trip or cop out, 
most of them feel they are 
harmful but continue to use 
them.

point 


mentioned is that if they legalize 
heroin, as England has, crimes 
would decrease and so would the 
users. 

It is a fact that England has 
legalized heroin, but their users 
haven’t decreased much; crime 
has decreased because the 
prospect of being able to 
purchase or receive the dosage 
from their pharmacist has 
ceased. 

The older students base their 
feelings on personal contact with 
users or their own involvement, 
their own experiences. 

The remaining percentage of 
answers were on different but 
also important issues in this 
country—law enforcement, for 
one. Some felt that our policemen 
are not doing their job right, but

On Thursday, October 14, 
Northern Essex had its election 
for the Student Government. A 
total of 317 votes were cast. 
Northern Essex has a_ student 
population of 2,359. Needless to 
say, the turnout was poor. Why 
the lack of concern? Could it be 
the candidates were lacking 
concern? The candidates’ posters 
were on the walls, but it seemed 
the candidates were behind the 
walls. I thought maybe I had just 
missed them while on_ their 
campaign trail, but according to 
the number of votes, a lot of other 
people missed them too. 

One of the main duties of the 
Student Government is to 
promote and encourage 
participation of all students in 
activities. It seems some failed 
even before being elected. Maybe 
before spring elections we should 
send out pamphlets to the student 
body (making sure. the 
candidates get one), letting them 
know this is not an art contest.

First, I think that every judge 
should be required to serve time 
in prison, to spend time in prison 
before sentencing other people 
there so that he might become 
aware of the degrading and anti- 
human conditions that persist not 
only in Cook County Jail but in 
the prisons generally of this 
country... 

I'think that in 1970 perhaps the 
American people will begin to 
discover something about the 
nature of the prison system, the 
system in which we are now 
confined and which thousands of 
other political prisoners are 
confined. 

The Black Pantuers nave said 
that all black prisoners are 
political prisoners, and I think 
that although it may be hard for 
people to understand, I think that 
all people in prison are political 
prisoners. They are in prison, 
most of them, because they have 
violated the property and power 
concepts of the society; and the 
bank robber I talked to yesterday 
was only trying to get his in the 
ways he thought were open to 
him, just as businessmen and 
others profiteer and try to 
advance their own economic 
cause .at the expense of their 
fellows. 

I think in a society in which one 
has to have education, good 
family, connections in order to 
rise to the top economically, it is 
not surprising if residents of a 
ghetto and residents of the poor 
white working class and lower 
middle class often feel that the 
only way that they can get what 
everybody else is getting, can get 
it that way. 

I do not think that the property 
system and the economic anti - 
egalitarianism of our society 
justifies putting a strain on 
people holding up this idea of self 
- advancement and then putting 
them away under conditions 
which when the United States 
becomes enlightened, everybody 
will be ashamed of. I think it is 
impossible to think of the United 
States as being a civilized 
country when it has prisons such 
as those we are now confined in. 

Our movement iis not very 
strong today. It is not united, it is 
not well organized. It is very 
confused and makes a lot of 
mistakes, but there is the 
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beginning of an awakening in this 
country which has been going on 
for at least the last fifteen years, 
and it is an awakening that will 
not be denied. Tactics will 
change, people will err, people 
will die in the streets and die in 
prison, but I do not believe that 
this movement can be denied 
because, however falsely 
applied, the American ideal was 
from the beginning when it 
excluded black people, and 
Indians and people without 
property, nonetheless there was 
a dream of justice and equality 
and freedom, and brotherhood, 
and I think that that dream is 
much closer to fulfillment today 
than it has been at any time in the 
history of this country. 

I only wish that we were all not 
just more eloquent, I wish we 
were smarter, more dedicated, 
more united. I wish we could 
work together. I wish we could 
reach out to the Forans, and the 
Schultzes and the Hoffmans, and 
convince them of the necessity of 
this revolution... 

I think I shall sleep better and 
happier and with a greater sense 
of fulfillment in whatever jails I 
am in for the next, however many 
years, than if I had 
compromised, if I had pretended 
the problems were any less real 
than they are, or if I had sat here 
passively in the courthouse while 
justice was being throttled and 
the truth was being denied. 

I learned that when I spent my 
three years in jail before. When I 
ended up in the hole and on a 
hungar strike for sixty-five days, 
I found out that there are no 
comforts, no luxuries, no honors, 
nothing that can compare with 
having a sense of one’s own 
integrity -- not one’s infallibility 
because I have continued to 
make mistakes from that day to 
this, but at least one’s knowledge 
is that in his own life, in his own 
commitment, he is living up to 
the best that he knows. 

I salute my brothers in 
Vietnam, in the ghetto, in the 
Women’s Liberation Movement, 
all the people all over the world 
who are struggling to make true 
and real for all people the ideals 
on which this country was 
supposed to be founded, but 
never, never lived up to.

In less than 13 months from 
now, the American people go to 
the polls to vote for our 38th 
president. However, in only 4% 
months from now, the first 
primary in the nation is to be held 
in nearby New Hampshire. This 
is the first stepping stone for 
many of our presidential 
hopefuls.

The Park is Not 


a Free Place 


In this small town, twelve 
miles from Haverhill, Mass., the 
board of selectmen have had a 
town meeting. They voted for an 
ordinance, which states: ‘‘No 
Person shall stand or loiter in or 
on any street, sidewalk or public 
place, after being directed by a 
police officer to move on and 
disperse, on a same or 
subsequent day reassemble to 
loiter or remain so as to obstruct 
the free passage of travelers or 
motor vehicles; provided, 
however, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to 
deny the right of peaceful 
picketing. It shall be the duty of 
any police officer of the Town of 
Dracut to order any persons 
offending against the provisions 
of this section to move on and 
disperse and if the person so 
ordered or requested does not 
forthwith obey to remove them, 
or to arrest and cause them to be 
brought before the Justice of the 
‘District Court of Lowell; and a 
complaint to be made against the 
provisions of the preceding 
sentence.” 


The police in Dracut have 
made one arrest relating to this 
ordinance. The arrest was of a 
person who was in the park. This 
person went to court the next 
day, but the case was dropped 
because the police officer 
appeared in court without a copy 
of the ordinance. 


The young people have been 
coming to this park for more than 
a year, and now the police 
enforce the ordinance as though 
it pertained to the park. 


The young need a place to 
assemble and meet friends, 
because this is an important part 
of their lives. Young adults need 
a park where they can learn how 
to associate and communicate 
with individuals or groups of 
people. They need this park and 
other parks because they cannot 
meet in houses as adults do, 
because they don’t own any 
property. They need an area 
where they can play frisby and 
tag football or converse. 


The park is very peaceful. It is 
located in front of a 200 year old 
church and contains three trees 
older than one hundred fifty 
years. It is as much a part of the 
younger people as it is'of the 
older. ;

Ecology: 
A Major Issue 


There are a number of issues of 
concern that seem to have 
evolved throughout the nation. 
Some of the most important and 
far-reaching as they affect man 
and his environment are issues 
that fall. under the topic of 
ecology. 

Across the United States there 
are problems unique to specific 
areas. In Colorado where 
uranium has been mined, not 
only are there the resultant scars 
in the topography, but another 
by-product is the radiation 
contamination produced from the 
tailings which are used as gravel 
filler in the construction of homes 
and other buildings. In California 
the Redwood trees are cropped 
with little regard to their slow 
regeneration or to the subsequent 
disfiguring and erosion of . the 
countryside. 

Other problems not so unique, 
but common throughout the 
country are those of pollution. 
Air, water and noise pollution are. 
most severe.in the cities, but are 
quickly manifesting themselves 
to a critical degree elsewhere. 
The pollutants of automobiles 
and industries are most 
responsible for the fact that there 
is no longer any uncontaminated 
air to breath. Pollutants in water 
are poisoning the water we could 
drink and water that we do drink. 
Noise pollution causes deafness 
and is said to have some affect in 
heart disease. 

On the local level, and dealing 
specifically with water pollution, 
consider the contamination by 
pollutants of the Merrimack 
River. This river flows south 
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world! Bruce knew this was not 
the way to reach people. So he 
reached people personally.

Threr it is, and that is how it 
was. One of the truly great 
contributors to modern religion, 
which is reality, left us 
prematurely.

Seven Digit 
Serial Number 


From the very first day a man 
enlists in the Military Service, he 
is subjected to a long process of 
lectures on how a career in the 
Military Service is a great life. 
Once his signature is on a 
reenlistment contract, he is 
considered to be a career man. 
This man has set a goal which 
after twenty years service, he 
can retire with a pension for the 
rest of his life. The Military 
Service is exacting, for your life 
is controlled as long as you are in 
the service. You can be ordered 
to report to any base, or go 
aboard ship with no planning on 
your part. 

If for some reason a man 
should sustain an injury or a 
serious illness, he may be placed 
in a hospital to see if he can be 
cured by treatment. If he can not 
be cured or his injury will leave 
him disabled, he will be placed 
under a special section, which is 
called the Bureau of Medicine, 
which decides whether he should 
be Medically Retired or Severed 
from the service. When you are 
Medically Retired you receive a 
monthly check, and you also 
receive the same privileges as 
the men still on active duty. 

Once a man is offered a 
Physical Evaluation Board, he 
must look at this thoroughly for 
his career may be in serious 
jeopardy. This first board can 
send a man back to duty or 
recommend that he _- be 
discharged with a percentage of 
disability. To be Medically 
Retired or Severed, at least three 
Physical Evaluations are given. 
The first is administered by the 
hospital.

cases were referred to the 
Merrimack Valley office, and for 
the first eight months of 1971, 
forty - one cases have been 
reported, twenty cases in Lowell, 
thirteen in Lawrence and eight in 
Haverhill. The number of cases 
for 1971 is expected to greatly 
surpass the previous years 
record. These are just the 
reported cases, there is no saying 
how many cases go unreported. 
The reason for the increase is 
hard to determine at the present 
time. It has been the experience 
of Mr. Maurice Bova, director of 
the Merrimack Valley office that 
sexual assaults are rapidly 
increasing and that most of the 
parents are young. Some young 
unmarried mothers who keep 
their children are finding the 
going extremely tough. The cases 
are abundant: a fourteen year 
old unwed mother beats her three 
month old child with a fly 
swatter ; another on drugs throws 
the infant up against walls; a 
seventeen year old unmarried 
girl forces her child to eat chips 
of glass, because he would not 
eat. The list goes on and on. 


Most people cannot possibly 
understand why a parent beats a 
child. What they don’t know is 
that these people were brought 
up with practically no feeling of 
worth. These parents were 
brought up without love 
themselves. Child abuse is not 
restricted to the lower class 
family. In a nation wide finding, 
cases involving working parents 
in low middle and middle class 
are more prominent than the 
poverty class. 


Mr. Bova stresses the fact that 
the M.S.P.C.C. is not a punitive 
agency. They recognize a 
responsibility to the parents as 
well as the protection of the child. 
When situations permit, they 
prefer to keep the child in the 
home. Sometimes removing the 
child from the home creates 
more serious psychological 
problems. It is important to 
make the parents aware that 
their outburst of violence express 
a sense of dissatisfaction and 
frustration and that the child is 
used as a handy means of 
expressing it. It is not that easy 
explaining this to parents and 
expecting them to accept it. 
Sometimes you are dealing with 
retarded or feeble minded 
parents. It is in cases like this 
that authority steps in and 
protection is secured under the 
law. 


The social worker is the most 
important person who deals with 
the parents of abused or 
neglected children. However, it is 
everyones duty to be alert to the 
signs of battered or neglected 
children, to recognize the abused 
child as a symptom of a society 
that has grossly neglected to 
provide for the mental health 
needs of its citizens. The battered 
child is clearly the most innocent 
victim of this neglect.

through the state of New 
Hampshire into Massachusetts 
where it turns eastward heading 
finally to the sea at Newburyport. 
At one time a clean body of 
water, it now receives more than 
one hundred and twenty million 
gallons of waste water a day. The 
content of this waste water is 
made up of excessive chemical, 
bacteriological and physical 
properties measured in tonnage. 
They deplete the oxygen content 
of the water eliminating aquatic 
life, producing sludge and algae. 
These conditions are a hazard to 
human health. Vegetables grown 
with irrigation water from the 
Merrimack River can cause 
illness if they aren’t properly 
cooked before they are eaten. 

After about seventy years of 
pollution’ the condition of the 
river has evolved to a critical 
stage that demands a lot of 
consideration. Evaluation takes 
time, but is necessary before 
action can be taken to initiate the 
actual cleanup. A number of 
studies have been made so the 
condition of the river is far from 
unknown. 

The most recent study that has 
been conducted was a feasibility 
study carried out by the Army 
Corps of Engineers and the 
Federal Environment Protection 
“Agency. While some work has 
begun on the state level the 
Federal proposals are for a total 
cleanup being much more 
extensive than that work 
presently being undertaken by 
the states of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. There are seven 
different Federally proposed 
schemes, each of which would be 
extremely costly. It is now a 
matter of deciding which scheme 
or combination will be used. Most 
ideas are technically advanced 
and are not yet in use anywhere 
in the country. New and 
extensive systems of sewage 
transfer could be built which 
would allow sludge and waste

at sewage treatment plants for 
the distribution over large areas 
of land. This would facilitate the 
renovation of land and the 
cultivation of crops. Cost might 
run as high as one billion dollars 
with a possible maximum annual 
expenditure of eighty - eight 
million dollars.

The 
clean water resources available 
in such dan abundance would no 
doubt encourage many new 
industries to locate in the area. 
There would be an abundance of 
farm land and recreational 
areas, an entirely new source of 
sea food at the river’s outlet on 
the coast and fish would lead a 
clean life further inland. In time, 
the river will have _ been 
transformed from filth to a river 
capable of fostering a more 
prosperous economy in the towns 
and cities along its route.

recommendation, you are 
approved or disapproved. This 
Physical Evaluation Board is 
then sent to the Naval District 
Headquarters. There they review 
you P. E. B. and assign what 
percentage of disability you will 
receive. If you do not agree with 
their finding you have a right to 
appear before them in person, 
and plead your case. This Board 
is governed by a book which lists 
all medical problems by code and 
percentage of disability. 

The thing that this book does 
not take into consideration is how 
long a man has been in the 
service. A man can be in the 
service one year, receive twenty 
percent disability, or he can be in 
fourteen years and ‘still receive 
twenty per cent disability. In 
going before this second -board, 
servicemen often find that they 
are wasting their time and are 
told so, for once a percentage is 
awarded it is the highest that can 
be awarded. This P. E. B. is then 
signed as either approved or 
disapproved. 

The Physical Evaluation Board 
is then sent to the Secretary of 
the Service for which you are 
assigned. The Secretary then 
reviews all the Medical Boards, 
and makes a final decision. He 
has the authority either to accept 
the original rate of disability, or 
raise or lower it, he then signs it. 
The man has no say about the 
Secretaries decision. 

Even though a man comes 
under exacting rules in the 
military service, when a man 
comes under a_ Physical 
Evaluation Board, all aspects of 
his case should be taken into 
consideration, such as time in the 
service, or is his disability 
permanent? He should be treated 
as a human, not just a seven digit 
serial number.

Youth: You Title It 


I would like to share with you 
the experience I had, as I 
observed a typical day in an 
urban school, last year. 

The name of the school is St. 
Francis. De Sales. It is an 
elementary school and_ is 
operated by the Sisters of St. 
Joseph’s. The school is located 
right_in the heart of Roxbury. 

The condition of the school was 
atrocious. Many windows were 
broken. One student complained 
that ‘‘... it was very cold in the 
winter.’’ The classrooms were 
very small. They could only fit 
about twenty students at the 
most. The lighting was terrible, 
the children would have been 
better off if they had brought 
candles to school with them. Half 
of the tiles on the floor were 
missing. There were a limited 
number of books. The desks 
looked as if they were at least one 
- hundred - fifty years old. 

The area around the school was 
not any aesthetic sight either. 
The The Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, (I’m sure you’re 
familiar with the fine work they 
are doing for the city of Boston), 
were tearing down the buildings 
around the school. 

There are many projects in the 
area. This area is also known for 
its very high crime rate and 
drugs flowing around the area, 
mainly heroin. 

I asked one of the teachers, 
whose name was Linda, how she 
would improve the traditional 
educational system. She replied, 
“Open classrooms would be an 
effective way to help kids reach 
their fullest potential. This way 
would be especially valuable to 
slum area kids, to motivate them 
socially and economically.” 

The next question I asked 
Linda was, what she thought 
prevented the traditional 
education from changing to an 
open classroom type of 
education. She stated, ‘‘The 
attitudes of, parents, the 
educational status - quo, and the 
stereo - type teacher. If these 
things don’t change, neither will 
the corruptive traditional way of 
education.” 

There is no basic schedule at. 
St. Francis De Salles. The 
cirriculum at the school is based 
upon the teacher; in other words, 
the teacher did her own thing. 

I asked Linda how she felt 
about a marking system. She 
thought the whole ‘marking 
She 
claimed that her thing was to 
teach kids how to think, not to 
mark them.

paper and other school supplies, 
essential to the educational 
process, were limited. 

We started to discuss the 
typical Black Poor urban child. 
According to Linda, the ambition 
of most black kids is to have what 
suburban kids have, a warm 


house, three square meals a day 


and other essentials that are 
needed to live humanely in our 
“great society.” 

Most of the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth graders have experienced 
drugs. They know how to break 
into cars and houses. They see 
scag - freaks, shoot up, sexual 
intercourse, and an array of 
unimagineable things some white 
middle - class folks never 
experience in a lifetime. Sex is a 
primary thing for the slum area, 
because it is about the only free 
pleasure they have. 

Linda’s goal was to give the 
school to the black people. She 
found it very difficult to deal with 


the kids, since she wasn’t a 
product of the ghetto 
environment. 


St. Francis De Salles no longer 
stands. The B.R.A. demolished it 
last May. Now the kids must find 
a new place to go until the new 
one is built, and there is no telling 
when that will be. 

I didn’t just observe a typical 
day at an urban school. I saw a 
destructiveness of a ghetto 
environment — a destructiveness 
that words can’t describe. 

The kids at the school were 
beautiful. They accepted me with 
the utmost friendliness. These 
kids. want to be something and 
they want to-do something that 
will give their lives some 
meaning. They are not all 
indignent as many of us think 
that ghetto people are. 


The kids wrote me some wh 


compositions. There are two that 


had special meaning to me. ’d 


like you to read eee too.

This school is rather 
unique in that it has a split 
campus the likes of which makes 
me glad that I don’t go there.

SAN FRANCISCO — With a 
sigh of liberated relief, he 
dropped out. He hung up his suit 
coat with patches, his pipe with 
matches, and donned _ beads, 
beard, embroidered denims and 
a bowling shirt he got at this 
auction. He moved into a tiny 
apartment, built bean bag chairs 
and shelves on which to hang his 
Huxleys and Hemingways. He 
became a vegetarian, did Yoga 
on cushions when the sun rose, 
studied macrobiotics on cushions 
when it set. And, like instant 
Karma, the star became a 
chorus boy and that was that— 
the beginning of a beautiful self- 
indulgent life. 

That was over a year ago, when 
the well-read, well-bred 
Brooklyn- boy- turned- English- 
teacher (American and English 
Literature, Humanities, et al), 
dropped out to drop into himself. 

Now, he says, moaning one of 
those academic moans, “I want 
to drop back in again. I’d like to. 
find a job teaching somewhere. I 
miss students. But it’s hard to 
drop in...the economic situation 
is so...and nobody’s hiring, 
and...” 

And his voice trails off to the 


“West Coast where he lives and he 


meekly looks down at his ragged 
t-shirt wishing, maybe?, it were a 
little tweedier. You know: with 
those terribly academic patches 
so he shouldn’t wear his elbows 
out while leaning on that podium. 
With memories of three years 
at the University of Minnesota, 
two years at Macalester College 
in St. Paul, ‘‘that awful year 
writing a dissertation back in 
’67,”’ and those two last years at 
Stanislaus College in Turlock, 
Calif., Leonard Brill, aging in at 
35, is the drop-out professor. 
It’s happening all over the 
country. And Brill (please call 
him Dr. Brill) is only one of many 
victims of a bad academic job 
market. Money is_ tight; 
contracts aren’t being renewed. 
Profs take off to discover the 
Better Life. And even at your own 
campus, look around you: you 
just might notice that 
Professor—_ -oh-what-was-his- 
name?—isn’t there anymore. 
And he hasn’t left to accept a 
Better Position at some elegant 
Eastern school. He just might be 


Aleutians instead of Mt. Sunapee. 

What’s really happening, Mr. 
Veteran, is that this generation 
can’t look back into the dark ages 
of 25 years ago. Many of us can’t 
see beyond our beards or through 
the hair covering our eyes. Right 
now we’re too busy. Too busy 
with the protest, or worrying 
where our next beer is coming 
from. 

Hopefully, it won’t always be 
this way. Perhaps as we mature, 
and put aside our protest banners 
for just a few moments, we will 
be able to realize some of our 
neglected responsibilities as free 
American people, enjoy our 
national heritage, and proudly 
say, ‘‘Thank you, Mr. Veteran.”

Leonard Brill is living in the 
hovel down the block. “I was 
disillusions,’’ he said in a recent 
interview. “I was disillusioned 
with the fact that decisions on 
education aren’t’ made by the 
students and faculty. The people 
who are closest to education don’t 
have any say about it. 

“And,” he said, ‘“‘I wanted a 
year—a very private year—for 
myself. I thought it might be a 
good time to get away from 
teaching and get perspective on 
myself and spend some time 
alone with myself. At first, I felt 
quite elated and liberated and 
free...”’ 

And now? ‘‘Now I’m ready to 
go back to teaching because I feel 
that teaching is the most useful 
thing I can do. I miss students. I 
think that students at college age 
are the most interesting. Their 
sense of their own potential is 
greatest at that point. It’s that 
unfilled sense of usefulness that’s 
the strongest goal I feel in 
wanting to return to teaching.” 

But can a nice Jewish boy, 
well-studied in the finer things, 
leave the academic community, 
join the other World, and find 
real happiness? 

“T get up at 5 a.m. everyday,” 
Brill said. ‘“‘Then I go over to the 
Zen Center and sit in the lotus 
position for 45 minutes. I work 
from 7 a.m. ’til 2 p.m. as a proof 
reader. It’s no more hack work 
than reading student themes, 
except—” he said rather sadly, 
‘except there aren’t any 
students.” 

But after going from tweeds to 
beads, Lednard Brill hasn’t been 
fulfilled. He wants to go back to 
school. And he—the drop-out 
professor—is like the drop-out 
student. Both tire of the 
educational system and affect a 
deliberate liberation that often 
becomes dishabilitation. For 
Brill, that forced freedom 
became tedium, and academic 
unemployment became 
unenjoyment. 

But some good has come out of 
his self-imposed Sabbatical. ‘I 
have explored an education I 
have never explored,” he said. ‘‘I 
was always very tied to 
language—a head-consciousness 
that was bred in graduate school. 
And I wanted to explore new 
languages. Vegetarian cooking, 
Yoga, Zen, the guitar—they’ve 
all become new languages. But 
when the school year was over 
last June,” he said, ‘“‘I realized 
that I had spent a year not being 
in a classroom.” 

Leonard Brill—Dr. Leonard 
Briil—is looking for a job. He can 
teach English lit, humanities, 
and some other subjects, too. And 
he can do light cleaning (no 
windows or floors). Contact him.
